For Weight Room. 

Wrought iron or other railing for South side of room to extend across room and half or 
three quarters of the way up to ceiling and to have an opening over deposit stored through which 
deposits can be handed. Gate included. 

Iron stand for large weights. 

Iron baskets for scale. 

Change position of large scale. 

Stone floor. 

Three good rugs for desks. 

Desk for Mr. Cochran, like Dr. Tuttle’s, if possible.

“ Jones, size & form to be agreed upon. 

Paint inside door same color as others. 

Washboards. 

Divide steam register in to and place in different positions. 

Make iron stand for deposits about half the size. 

Three cuspidors.

Large and neat looking box for refuse. 

Chair for weight clerk, with cushion.
